The sparkling 19 65 calendar seen on 
the wall of a home or place of b usiness 
is one of an estimated 350 million which 
Americans are putting into service.

The 
average b usiness estab lishment w i l l 
have 4.5. Most will b e more or less av­ 
erage than that, of course. 
The figures on calendars were report­ 
ed in a survey of a growing $75 million 
a y ear U. S. industry .

A dispatch from Tokyo reports t h e 
world's biggest city has one of the 
world’s b i g g e s t air - pollution prob­ 
lem s.
